Claim 38: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a shifting device 
comprising a plurality of gearshift packages, a plurality of sliding selector shafts, a first 
gearshift lever, a shifting pattern, a conversion device, an axially displaceable shift finger 
shaft, and a plurality of gearshift frames, as recited in claim 38; specifically, wherein the 
axially displaceable shift finger shaft respectively penetrates an opening of gearshift 
frames connected with the sliding selector shafts. 

Claim 71: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a motor vehicle 
transmission comprising a shifting device having a plurality of gearshift packages, a 
plurality of sliding selector shafts, a first gearshift lever, a shifting pattern, a conversion 
device, an axially displaceable shift finger shaft, and a plurality of gearshift frames, as 
recited in claim 71; specifically, wherein the axially displaceable shift finger shaft 
respectively penetrates an opening of gearshift frames connected with the sliding selector 
shafts.
